Youth  Challenge  members  hang  out  together  on  the  last  Sabbath  of 
the  summer  ministry. 


It’s  not  your  ordinary  summer 
job.  You  might  serve  100 
people  a  day  at  McDonald’s. 
You  could  memorize  brands  of 
doors  and  doorbells  at  Home 
Depot  or  become  familiar  with 
a  variety  of  books  in  a  library. 
But  most  young  people  don’t 
get  to  do  all  of  these  things 
in  one  summer  as  part  of  a 
dynamic  team  dedicated  to 
God. 


Western  Washington  Youth 
Challenge  provides  that 
opportunity.  This  summer, 
a  group  of  34  high  school 
and  college  students  spent 
eight  weeks  on  the  front  line 
for  God  in  the  Everett  and 
Burlington  areas. 

These  students  went  to 
more  than  70,000  doors 
sharing  books  like  Christ’s 
Object  Lessons  and  The 


Great  Controversy.  Nearly 
4,000  books  were  distributed 
for  donations,  and  Steps 
to  Christ  was  left  at  every 
home.  Students  prayed  with 
more  than  4,600  people  at 
their  doors. 

Each  student  also 
participated  in  evangelistic 
meetings  for  the  community, 
including  a  youth  series  in 
Lake  Stevens  where  as  many 
as  25  unchurched  teens 
came  each  night.  They  also 
helped  to  host  a  Vacation 
Bible  School. 

The  people  we  minister 
to  aren’t  the  only  ones  that 
are  changed.  During  my 
first  experience  with  Youth 
Challenge,  I  was  just  starting 
to  learn  the  incredible 
reality  of  a  friendship  with 
my  heavenly  Father.  As  I 
began  my  literature  ministry, 
I  found  myself  needing 
God  more  than  I’d  ever  felt 
before.  Youth  Challenge 
inspires  everyone  to  become 
more  intimate  with  God.

There  is  something  almost 
magical  about  the  way  kids 
respond  to  the  call  of  God  at 
camp.  Take  away  the  TVs, 
computers  and  Walkmans,  and 
all  of  a  sudden  kids  can  hear 
and  feel  the  still,  small  voice 
of  God  with  clarity. 

This  summer  1,077 
campers  came  to  Sunset 
Lake  Camp,  and  160 
made  the  decision  to  be 
baptized.  Eighteen  of 
them  just  couldn’t  wait 
and  were  baptized  in  the 
lake,  right  there  at  camp.

making  sure  that  each  young 
person  who  made  a  decision 
for  Christ  this  summer  gets 
hooked  up  with  a  local  pastor 
and  church.

We  keep  track  of 
“unchurched”  kids  who  come 
to  camp.  This  summer  we 
had  very  close  to  40  percent 
non- Adventist  or  unchurched 
kids  in  attendance.  Eighty 
percent  of  the  unchurched 
kids  who  filled  out  a  decision 
card  indicated  they  wanted 
to  give  their  heart  to  Christ. 
Amazingly,  50  percent 
of  those  kids  asked  to  be 
baptized.

This  Sabbath  is  a  special  Sabbath  for  prayer  and  rejoicing.  In  this  season  of  thankfulness, 

we  as  a  family,  have  so  much  to  praise  God  for.  Our  hearts  go  out  to  the  students  of  Auburn  20015  MjfaniWwy 

Adventist  Academy  who  have  traumatically  lost  so  much  of  what  was  dear  to  them.  While 

clothes  can  be  replaced  and  necessities  can  be  restored,  we  are  thankful  that  our  losses  are  i^phone:  H25H81-71 71 

small  when  one  considers  the  value  of  a  life. 

The  fire  which  began  around  5:30  p.m.  on  Monday,  November  17,  2003  destroying  Nelson  Hall,  the  former 
Girls’  Dormitory  of  Auburn  Adventist  Academy.  The  building,  a  wooden  structure  built  in  the  1940's,  was  refaced 
with  brick  in  the  1960's.  All  residents  were  safely  evacuated  and  no  one  was  injured.  Shortly  after  entering,  the 
firefighters  were  forced  to  evacuate  the  building  and  focus  on  keeping  the  fire  contained  from  outside  the 
building. 

But,  despite  this  enormous  tragedy  and  tremendous  sense  of  loss,  many  positive  things  have  come  from  this 
misfortune.  The  sense  of  family  and  the  support  of  the  community  have  helped  lift  the  spirits  of  the  shaken 
students.  On  this  special  Sabbath  we  all  can: 

>  Rejoice  that  everyone  safely  exited  the  building  with  no  loss  of  life  or  injuries 

>  Rejoice  for  a  great  Academy  staff  who  were  there  for  our  students 

>  Rejoice  that  the  fire  didn't  happen  later  in  the  night  or  early  morning 

>  Rejoice  for  the  support  from  the  local  community,  conference  membership  and  others 
around  the  North  Pacific  Union 

The  Auburn  Academy  staff  is  already  working  hard  to  redo  a  portion  of  the  Boys’  Dorm  to  temporarily  house  the 
girls  for  the  remainder  of  the  year.  Insurance  adjustors  are  on  campus  to  assist  in  the  rebuilding  process.  A 
new  dorm  will  rise  from  the  ashes! 

“Auburn  Adventist  Academy  Girls'  Dorm  Fund"  has  been  established  at  the  Columbia  State  Bank,  2749  Auburn 
Way  So,  Auburn  WA  98002.  Giving  a  contribution  to  this  fund  is  one  of  the  best  ways  the  church  family  can 
help  in  this  time  of  need.  The  funds  will  be  used  for  the  new  dorm  building  project  and  to  help  replace  personal 
items  the  students  lost. 

The  overwhelming  number  of  volunteers  who  appeared  on  campus  at  the  time  of  the  fire  and  the  days  following 
was  greatly  appreciated. 

The  students  are  now  home  and  will  return  to  the  campus  December  1 .  Your  prayers  are  still  needed.  Many 
have  lost  things  that  are  very  special  to  them.  Please  pray  for  the  following  on  this  Thanksgiving  Sabbath: 

.  For  the  students  who  are  grieving  their  loss  --  those  whose  rooms  and  belongings  were  destroyed 

.  For  the  parents  who  either  cannot  be  with  their  children  or  may  be  struggling  with  the  idea  of  sending  them  back 

.  For  the  staff  who  will  be  prayerfully  meeting  and  making  major  decisions  for  the  future 

•  For  the  community  whose  continued  support  will  be  needed  in  the  months  to  come

Dear  Church  Family, 

There  is  much  need  for  prayer  but  much  cause  for  rejoicing.  In  this  season  of  thankfulness  we  as 
a  family  have  so  much  to  praise  God  for.  Our  hearts  go  out  to  the  students  of  Auburn  Adventist 
Academy  who  have  traumatically  lost  so  much  of  what  was  dear  to  them.  But  as  so  many  people 
have  said,  while  clothes  can  be  replaced  and  necessities  can  be  restored  we  are  thankful  that  our 
losses  are  small  when  one  considers  the  value  of  a  life. 

The  fire  which  began  around  5:30  p.m.  on  Monday,  November  17,  2003  destroying  Nelson  Hall, 
the  former  women’s  dormitory  of  Auburn  Adventist  Academy  is  believed  to  have  started  near 
the  boiler  room  on  the  lower  level  of  the  dormitory.  The  building,  a  wooden  structure  built  in  the 
early  1940’s,  was  refaced  with  brick  in  the  1960’s  and  was  not  equipped  with  sprinklers.  All 
residents  were  safely  evacuated  and  no  one  was  injured.  Shortly  after  entering  and  assessing  the 
danger  of  the  situation  the  firefighters  were  forced  to  evacuate  the  building  and  focus  on 
controlling  the  flames  and  keeping  the  fire  contained. 

But  despite  this  enormous  tragedy  and  tremendous  sense  of  loss  many  positive  things  have  come 
of  this  misfortune.  The  sense  of  family  and  the  support  of  the  community  has  done  much  to  lift 
the  spirits  of  the  shaken  students.  We  can  all  rejoice  together  that: 

>  Everyone  safely  exited  the  building  and  were  quickly  accounted  for 

>  No  one  was  hurt  or  injured 

>  The  fire  didn’t  happen  later  in  the  night  or  early  morning 

>  The  community  was  so  quick  to  respond  and  comprehensive  in  their  assistance 

No  doubt  there  is  still  much  to  be  done  and  the  damage  although  not  deadly  is  extremely 
comprehensive.  There  will  be  relatively  immediate  needs  to  be  met  such  as  helping  girls  restore 
their  wardrobe  and  replace  lost  books  and  school  supplies.  And  then  there  is  the  challenge  of 
housing  these  83  displaced  students  and  their  3  resident  deans  which  have  shared  in  the  loss. 

A  fund  has  been  established  at  the  Columbia  Bank.  It  is  called  Auburn  Adventist  Academy  girls 
dorm  jkl;  fund.  A  contribution  to  this  fund  is  one  of  the  best  ways  the  church  family  can  help  in 
this  time  of  need.  The  overwhelming  number  of  volunteers  who  appeared  on  campus  at  the  time 
of  the  fire  and  the  following  days  was  greatly  appreciated. 

The  students  are  now  home  but  our  prayers  are  still  needed.  Many  have  lost  things  that  are  very 
special  to  them.  Many  may  have  doubts  about  returning.  All  have  been  affected  and  will  be 
experiencing  some  feelings  of  loss  and  grief.  Our  prayers  should  include: 

>  The  students  whose  rooms  and  belongings  were  destroyed 

>  The  parents  who  either  cannot  be  with  their  children  or  may  be  struggling  with  the  idea  of 
sending  them  back 

>  The  staff  who  will  be  prayerfully  meeting  and  making  major  decisions  for  the  future 

>  The  community  whose  continued  support  will  be  needed  in  the  months  to  come

Due  to  tragic  circumstances  the  holder  of  this  letter  has  recently  lost  to  an  unavoidable 
occurrence  his/her  forms  of  personal  identification.  This  letter  is  an  official  request  from  the 
educational  institution  where  this  person  is  currently  a  student  to  allow  him/her  to  travel  with 
his/her  school  identification  and  a  signed  copy  of  this  letter  from  the  administrator  of  this 
institution. 

Beginning  at  5:30  Monday,  November  17,  2003  a  fire  broke  out  in  the  women’s  residential  hall 
at  the  Seventh-day  Adventist  Christian  boarding  school  called  Auburn  Adventist  Academy.  The 
fire  raged  through  the  night  forcing  the  83  students  and  3  deans  who  formerly  resided  there  to 
find  lodging  at  a  local  motel  or  with  sympathetic  members  of  the  community.  The  building  was 
completely  destroyed  and  due  to  the  severity  of  the  situation  classes  were  canceled  and  students 
allowed  to  return  home  at  their  earliest  convenience.  Nothing  was  recovered  from  the  building 
which  is  still  smoldering  at  this  time;  therefore  all  forms  of  identification  which  were  kept  there 
are  gone. 

Please  accept  this  statement  as  well  as  enclosed  newspaper  clipping  as  evidence  of  the  validity  of 
the  event  as  well  as  sufficient  reason  to  allow  customary  travel  arrangements.  It  is  important  that 
these  students  can  return  home  to  the  comfort  of  their  family  as  soon  as  possible.  Your 
consideration  is  appreciated.

Tragedy  &  Triumph 

We  have  lost  so  much,  but  there  is  so  much  to  be  thankful  for.  Things  may  not  be  pleasant  but 
they  could  be  much  worse.  And  that  is  what  we  here  at  Auburn  Adventist  Academy  are 
continuing  to  thank  God  for.  In  times  of  great  loss  it  is  often  hard  to  see  past  the  pain  but  it  is 
clear  in  this  situation  how  close  God  is.  The  Head  Women’s  Dean  Kay  Sanborn  having  lost 
much  herself,  reminded  the  girls  on  November  18,  2003  the  day  following  the  fire  that  although 
many  things  are  now  gone  the  most  important  things  are  not.  “You  are  not  replaceable”,  she  said. 
And  many  others  have  echoed  her  words  of  love  and  showed  in  numerous  ways  their  support. 

I  have  been  overwhelmed  with  the  blessings  we  have  received  on  this  campus.  A  resourceful 
staff,  a  brave  student  body,  a  loving  community  and  an  embracing  worldwide  church  family  have 
all  helped  to  make  this  time  of  distress  one  of  thankfulness.  As  soon  as  the  fire  began,  generous 
students  from  the  boy’s  dormitory  began  sharing  blankets  and  coats  with  shivering,  “homeless” 
girls.  Teachers  shared  tears  and  distributed  hugs  with  those  in  need  of  encouragement.  Local 
church  members  and  caring  people  from  the  community  rallied  around  the  students  and  a 
profusion  of  personal  items  poured  in  for  the  girls  the  days  following  the  disaster.  Volunteers 
appeared  out  of  no  where  and  have  continued  to  donate  their  time  to  do  much  needed  jobs  such 
as  preparing  food  in  the  cafeteria,  painting  rooms  on  the  recently  emptied  east  half  of  the  boy’s 
dormitory,  and  organizing  the  abundance  of  clothing  donated  to  replenish  the  girls  lost 
wardrobes. 

Although  this  is  a  painful  process  valuable  lessons  can  be  learned  from  the  experience.  As  Pastor 
Bill  Roberts  told  the  school  during  the  assembly  the  morning  following  the  fire,  when  you  lose 
everything,  you  are  forced  to  reevaluate  who  you  really  are.  We  often  form  our  identity  by  what 
we  have.  When  all  we  have  is  taken  from  us,  as  is  the  case  for  many  of  these  girls,  we  are  forced 
to  ask  “Who  am  I?  What  is  really  important  to  me?  What  do  I  have  left?”  And  then  we  realize 
that  it  is  not  what  we  wear  or  what  we  have  or  even  what  we  do  that  makes  life  worth  living.  It  is 
simply  that  we  are  children  of  God.  We  have  our  family,  we  have  our  school,  we  have  our 
church,  and  we  have  our  God.  It  is  my  prayer  that  through  this  experience  all  of  us  will  gain  a 
clearer  view  of  His  love  for  us.  That  through  this  we  can  once  again  be  reminded  that  this  world 
is  not  our  home  but  yet  as  we  are  here,  God  is  protecting  us  so  that  we  can  share  with  others  the 
wonder  of  His  love  and  excitement  of  how  truly  spectacular  our  forever  home  will  be.

YOUTH  TOUR  THE 
SOUTH 


Nine  Breath  of  Life 
Church  teenagers  and  their 
three  adult  chaperones  left 
Seattle,  Wash.,  on  July  27  for 
Nashville,  Tenn.,  on  a  tour  of 
the  historically  black  colleges 
and  universities  of  the  South. 

The  10-day  Pathfinder 
tour  began  with  a  drive 
from  Nashville  to  Atlanta, 

Ga.,  where  the  youth  toured 
Spelman  and  Morehouse 
colleges  and  explored 
the  struggles  of  African 
Americans  at  the  Martin 
Luther  King  Jr.  National 
Historic  Site.  The  tour  then 
continued  on  to  the  Tuskegee 
Institute  and  Tuskegee 
Airmen’s  historic  sites,  as 
well  as  several  universities 
including  Alabama  State,  the 
Birmingham  Civil  Rights 
Institute  and  Oakwood 
Adventist  College. 

“I  really  wanted  our  African 
American  youth  to  have  an 


opportunity  to  see  positive 
images  of  themselves  beyond 
the  negative  or  stereotypical 
ones  in  popular  mainstream 
media,”  the  tour’s  coordinator, 
Atuanya  Cheatham,  said.  “I 
also  wanted  them  to  gain  a 
sense  of  history,  culture  and 
pride  in  who  God  has  made 
them  as  young  black  people 
and  to  begin  thinking  about 
how  God  wants  to  use  their 
lives  now  and  after  they 
graduate  from  high  school.” 

Even  the  tour’s  adult 
chaperones,  Herb  Cheatham 
and  Shirley  Mathieu,  gained 
an  education  during  the  tour. 
Both  were  inspired  by  the 
multifaceted  accomplishments 
and  courage  of  early  leaders 
like  Booker  T.  Washington, 
George  Washington  Carver 
and  W.E.B.  DuBois. 

Cheatham  explained  to 
the  youth  that  many  of  the 
videos  and  pictures  they 


viewed  at  the  Birmingham 
Civil  Rights  and  MLK,  Jr., 
sites  were  not  ancient  historic 
events,  but  occurred  in  both 
his  and  Mathieu ’s  lifetimes. 
“A  trip  of  this  capacity,”  he 
states,  “would  not  even  have 
been  possible  20  or  30  years 
ago — a  black  man  and  a  white 
woman  traveling  together  in 
the  South.” 

After  returning  home, 
Atuanya  Cheatham  beamed 
with  satisfaction.  “This  trip 
was  my  ‘walking  on  water’ 
experience  with  God,”  she 
says,  “and  now  I  am  inspired 
to  do  so  much  more  with  my 
life  for  Him.”  When  asked  if 
this  will  become  an  annual 
event,  Cheatham  responded, 
“We’ll  see  what  God  has  in 
mind.”

Some  girls  just  thought  it 
was  a  fire  drill  when  on  Nov. 
17  the  fire  alarm  went  off  in 
Auburn  Adventist  Academy’s 
Nelson  Hall,  home  to  8 1  girls. 
They  left  the  dorm  with  little 
more  than  the  clothes  on  their 
backs,  thinking  that  in  just  a 
few  moments  they  would  be 
back  in  their  rooms  and  ready 
to  go  on  with  their  evening 
of  studies.  It  soon  became 
apparent  that  the  alarms  were 
sounding  because  there  really 
was  a  fire.  The  girls  were 
taken  to  the  school  cafeteria 
and  accounted  for  by  the 
three  deans  and  academy 
staff.  They  congregated  in  the 
school  cafeteria  along  with 
the  other  students  to  watch 
the  fire  and  to  comfort  and 
reassure  each  other  as  they 
watched  the  dorm  go  up  in 
flames. 

The  fire  department  arrived 
on  the  scene  and  assessed 
the  situation.  It  soon  became 
apparent  that  the  firefighters 
would  need  to  stay  out  of  the 
building  and  fight  the  fire  in 
a  defensive  stance.  The  fire 
quickly  turned  into  a  three- 
alarm  fire  with  more  than  45 
firefighters  on  the  scene  from 


both  the  Auburn  fire  department 
and  other  surrounding 
communities.  The  flames  lit  up 
the  night  sky  and  could  be  seen 
from  quite  a  distance  leaping 
from  the  roof  of  the  dormitory. 
The  ladder  trucks  poured  water 
on  the  roof  while  other  crews 


focused  on  attacking  the  fire 
from  the  ground.  They  were 
successful  in  containing  the  fire 
so  that  it  did  not  spread  to  the 
chapel  situated  behind  Nelson 
Hall.

to  be  housed  in  the  homes 
of  these  volunteers,  while  a 
few  were  housed  in  a  local 
motel.  The  following  day 
donations  started  to  come  in 
to  help  rebuild  the  lives  of 
the  students.  The  Washington 
Conference  community 


services  department  was  on 
hand  to  help  with  the  donated 
goods.  Donations  came  in  the 
form  of  jackets  for  each  of  the 
girls,  cosmetics,  sheets  and 
towels  along  with  clothing  to 
help  tide  them  over  until  they 
were  able  to  travel  home  and 
begin  rebuilding  their  lives. 

A  fund  was  also  set  up  at 
a  branch  of  Columbia  Bank 
called  the  Auburn  Adventist 
Academy  Girls  Dorm  Relief 
Fund.  One  of  the  first  checks 
that  came  in  was  for  $15,000 
from  the  Muckleshoot  Indian 
tribe,  whose  land  neighbors 
the  academy.  A  possible 
future  student  of  Auburn 
sent  her  22  cents  from  her 
piggy  bank  to  be  placed  in 
the  fluid  to  help  the  girls  and

community  soon 
came  out  in  force, 
volunteering 
to  house  the 
displaced  girls  in 
homes  throughout 
the  Auburn  area. 
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the  academy  rebuild.  Other 
donations  both  large  and 
small  have  been  coming  in 
to  aid  the  displaced  girls  and 
deans. 

The  fire  continued  to 
smolder  and  have  flare  ups  for 
several  days.  Engineers  along 
with  heavy  equipment  were 
brought  in  to  help  remove  part 
of  the  structure  so  that  the 
firemen  could  fully  extinguish 
the  flames.  The  cause  of  the 
conflagration  is  still  being 
determined,  but  investigators 
suggest  it  may  have  started  in  a 
basement  utility  area.  The  loss 
is  estimated  to  be  in  excess  of 
$3.5  million. 

The  students  were 
allowed  to  leave  for  an  early 
Thanksgiving  break  and 
will  return  to  school  on 
Dec.  1 .  They  will  be  housed 
temporarily  in  one  half  of 
Witzel  Hall,  which  is  being 
retrofitted  to  accommodate 
both  the  boys  and  girls  of 
Auburn  Adventist  Academy.

FROM  THE  ASHES 


Shortly  after  checking 
into  my  hotel  room  in 
Walla  Walla,  Wash.,  on 
Nov.  17,  Keith  Hallam, 
Auburn  Adventist  Academy 
principal,  called  with  the 
news  that  the  girls’  dorm  was 
burning,  but  everyone  was 
safe.  At  a  moment  like  that, 
priorities  change.  Suddenly 
I  was  packing  and  thanking 
God  for  His  goodness  that 
everyone  had  escaped  injury. 

My  prayer  is  that 
this  will  move 
our  students 
into  a  deeper 
relationship 
with  Jesus. 

The  Holy  Spirit  reminded 
me  that  difficulties  come  to 
all  people.  The  issue  is  never 
the  difficulty  itself,  but  how 
you  handle  the  difficulty. 

Jesus  told  us  that  in  this 
world  we  would  face  difficult 
times,  but  to  be  of  good  cheer 
because  He  had  overcome  the 
world.  Jesus  is  our  Deliverer, 
the  Rock  on  which  we  stand. 
He  will  see  us  through. 


I  was  extremely  proud 
of  the  love  and  concern  the 
academy  administration 
and  faculty  demonstrated  as 
they  worked  harmoniously 
together  to  care  for  our 
students.  Parents,  pastors 
and  church  members  arrived 
to  assist  wherever  needed. 
Tom  James,  Centralia 
Church  pastor,  arranged 
for  fencing  to  secure 
the  site.  Red  Cross  care 
packages  were  distributed 
to  the  victims,  counselors 
were  readily  available,  and 
assistance  was  given  to 
replace  passports  and  airline 
tickets.  Each  girl  received 
$50  to  purchase  needed 
personal  items. 

Calls  offering  assistance 
kept  pouring  in.  Victor 
Brown  arrived  on  campus 
on  behalf  of  Walla  Walla 
College  to  offer  assistance. 
Academies  and  colleges 
across  the  country  offered 
assistance.  A  local  bank  set 
up  relief  fund  accounts. 

Adventist  Risk 
Management  sent  several 
specialists  to  explain 
our  insurance  policy.  A 
team  will  investigate  the 
cause  of  the  fire,  and  the 
remnants  of  the  dorm  will  be 
demolished. 

Our  goal  is  to  have  a 
new  dorm  built  for  the 
2004-2005  school  year. 

Pete  Lewis,  Auburn  mayor, 
offered  his  condolences  and 
help  with  building  permits. 


Priorities  have  definitely 
changed.  My  prayer  is  that 
this  will  move  our  students 
into  a  deeper  relationship 
with  Jesus.

received  themselves.  It  was  almost  as  if  the  students 
had  filled  up  and  were  flowing  over  with  the  stream 
of  love  and  generosity. 

After  having  been  given  so  much,  they  took 
advantage  of  the  opportunity  to  give  to  someone 
else  and  succeeded  in  passing  on  a  bit  of  the  Christ 
they  have  gotten  to  know  better  since  attending 
Auburn  Adventist  Academy.

Ads,  a  direct  mail  campaign 
comprised  on  4  pieces  sent  over  a  period  of  two  to  three  months,  which  includes  a 
brochure.  Invitations  to  Academy  Days  our  major  PR/Recruiting  event.  An  electronic 
bulletin  and  a  self  administered  Website.  The  items  that  required  the  largest  amounts  of 
money  we  found  would  more  than  pay  off  over  the  course  of  the  campaign.  Such  as  not 
printing  bulletins  ever  again.  And  being  able  to  update  our  website  indefinitely.  It  is 
designed  so  that  even  as  campaigns  change  it  does  not  have  to  be  redesigned. 

>  All  of  these  things  will  have  the  same  look  feel  and  message.  Giving  Auburn  Adventist 
Academy  a  united  and  clear  communication  to  the  world  what  a  great  school  it  is. 

>  I  wanted  to  start  this  campaign  not  only  to  save  money  but  so  that  we  as  a  school  can 
spend  more  time  on  personal  recruiting.  I  don’t  know  a  lot  about  the  business  but  I  do 
know  that  a  smile  and  knowing  someones  name  goes  a  lot  farther  than  a  post  card  or  even 
a  t-shirt. 

>  I  am  the  most  excited  about  the  direction  administration  and  our  marketing  committee 
wants  our  recruiting  to  go.  We  have  actually  cut  out  some  of  our  money  from  regional 
publications  to  focus  on  pizza  parties  and  personal  time  with  7th  &  8th  graders. 

>  I  have  been  helping  the  music  dept,  organizing  tours  to  help  us  get  to  the  most  churches 
and  schools. 

>  Having  a  campaign  like  this  will  leave  much  more  time  for  organizing  and  actually  doing 
this  most  valuable  part  of  marketing. 

>  I  have  some  big  dreams  for  conference  leaders,  pastors  and  Auburn  faculty  to  all  work 
together  and  reach  out  to  the  Adventist  kids  in  out  communities.  I  think  with  support  like 
that  all  of  our  schools  would  become  healthier  and  stronger.

The  resourceful  staff,  responsive  and  community,  and  reputable  students  all  contribute  to  the 
smooth  transition  that  was  so  abruptly  forced  upon  us  here  at  Auburn  Adventist  Academy,  but 
thanks  to  Gods’  mercy  we  have  survived  and  will  continue  to  praise  him  for  his  kindness.  With 
Gods  help  we  have  begun  to  rebuild  our  campus  and  our  school.  With  the  support  of  our 
extended  church  family  we  have  restore  all  that  we  can  to  those  that  have  suffered  loss.  And  in 
conquering  this  seemingly  great  difficulty  we  have  reinforced  the  mission  of  this  school  and 
revitalized  the  spirit  of  family  that  has  so  often  been  felt  on  this  campus.  May  God  continue  to 
protect,  guide  and  bless  us  all  as  He  has  done  so  clearly  at  Auburn  Adventist  Academy.

God’s  Mysterious  Ways 


It  was  all  black  smoke,  ringing  fire  alarms  and  64  teenage  girl’s  rooms  on  that  rainy 
November  day.  Were  they  still  inside?  Was  anyone  stubbornly  lying  in  bed  with  ear  plugs  in  and 
a  pillow  over  their  head  attempting  to  wait  out  the  “drill”  or  studying  so  intently  for  an  exam  that 
they  didn’t  want  to  get  up  and  leave  their  room  for  fear  of  losing  precious  minutes  of 
memorizing?  While  others,  thinking  mostly  of  the  novelty  and  only  later  crisis  of  the  situation, 
wandered  toward  the  loud  noise  and  foreign  sight  of  smoke  coming  from  Nelson  Hall,  the 
women’s  dormitory  of  Auburn  Adventist  Academy  for  some  sixty  plus  years,  an  unlikely  hero 
was  about  to  be  made  and  God’s  presence  was  to  be  felt.  Thinking  quickly  and  moved  hurriedly 
Wes  Me  Key  began  what  many  now  consider  an  incredible  act  of  bravery  and  selflessness  and 
what  most  of  us  are  convinced  was  a  small  part  in  a  huge  miracle. 

It  was  just  past  5:00  o’clock  when  McKey  ’90  first  heard  the  news  that  the  dorm  was  on 
fire.  He  was  sitting  in  his  office  going  over  some  financial  details  with  Principal  Keith  Hallam, 
when  a  female  dorm  student  entered  the  room  and  exclaimed  “The  dorm  is  on  fire!”  Hallam 
immediately  stood  up  and  started  toward  the  dorm  and  after  entering  another  set  of  numbers  into 
his  computer  McKey  stopped  suddenly  and  realized  that  he  to  should  see  what  could  be  done  to 
help.  Catching  up  with  Hallam  they  hurried  across  campus,  Hallam  pausing  to  give  clear 
directions  to  the  fire  department  from  his  cell  phone.  By  now  McKey’ s  mind  was  racing.  Being 
recently  hired  at  the  Academy  as  Vice  Principal  for  Finance  this  was  not  what  he  would  consider 
an  ideal  thing  to  happen  his  first  year  in  a  new  position.  But  while  others  minds  may  have  gone 
to  calculating  the  inevitable  monetary  losses  the  school  would  soon  have  to  face,  his  brain 
jumped  to  the  individuals  who  may  be  in  danger. 

Approaching  the  dorm  he  met  assistant  dean,  Melissa  Howell  standing  out  side  with  the 
girls.  He  asked  her  if  everyone  was  out.  She  shook  her  head.  “I  paged  everyone  and  told  them  to 
get  out.  Telling  them  this  is  not  a  drill”  Having  repeatedly  told  the  girls  to  exit  the  building  as 
quickly  as  possible  Howell  finally  returned  to  her  office  to  quickly  grab  a  check  sheet.  Finding  it 
full  of  smoke  she  was  forced  to  exit  the  dorm  herself,  her  emergency  evacuation  process 
complete.  She  turned  to  McKey,  “I  have  no  way  of  knowing  how  many  girls  were  inside  when 
the  alarm  sounded.  At  this  time  of  day,  some  of  them  are  in  class;  some  of  them  are  working. . .” 

Spending  little  time  contemplating  his  own  well  being  and  thinking  immediately  of  his 
own  daughter  McKey  realized  he  could  not  handle  the  thought  of  facing  a  grieving  parent  and 
explaining  he  had  stood  outside  and  done  nothing  while  their  child  lost  their  life  inside.  Dashing 
toward  the  west  entrance  and  entered  the  now  obviously  smoking  building  his  plan  was  not 
completely  clear  but  his  mission  was  certain.  Grabbing  a  fire  extinguisher  he  made  his  way  to  the 
third  floor  thinking  that  was  where  the  smoke  would  be  the  worst  and  girls  would  need  the  most 
assistance  getting  out.  Looking  down  the  hall  he  saw  the  smoke  gracefully  sloping  toward  him, 
its  ripples  looking  like  sand  blown  by  the  wind  and  though  just  above  his  head  on  the  west  end  of 
the  hall,  receding  to  a  height  of  less  than  2  feet  near  the  opposite  end.  He  began  systematically 
working  his  way  down  the  hall,  first  banging  on  then  breaking  through  doors  in  a  final  attempt  to 
ensure  all  occupants  were  safely  outside.  With  God’s  assistance  his  intelligent  mind  quickly 
processed  the  magnitude  of  the  event  and  promptly  he  made  decisions  that  others  may  have 
agonized  over,  perhaps  wasting  precious  time.  Crouching  low  and  coughing  heavily  as  he  neared 
the  center  of  the  dorm,  he  was  forced  to  take  gulps  of  air  in  each  empty  room  he  opened  before 
braving  the  hall  and  another  locked  door.  Having  opened  all  the  doors  on  the  west  side  of  the 


third  floor,and  finding  no  one  he  retraced  his  steps  down  the  hall  closing  the  doors  he  had  just 
opened  and  ensuring  that  the  fire  doors  were  securely  shut  at  the  end.  Coming  to  the  second  floor 
he  found  the  smoke  to  not  be  as  oppressive  and  thought  that  perhaps  the  dorm  could  be  saved 
and  then  realized  that  he,  the  person  ultimately  in  charge  of  finances  at  the  Academy,  would  have 
to  come  up  with  the  money  necessary  to  replace  the  damage  he  was  doing.  He  continued  holding 
the  fire  extinguisher  by  the  nozzle  yet  after  finding  no  one  in  the  rooms  he  had  entered  up  to  this 
point  he  began  pounding  insistently  but  stopped  crashing  through  the  doors. 

The  lights  in  the  hall  were  off  as  were  the  ones  on  the  entire  south  side  of  the  building 
leaving  only  streams  of  lights  coming  under  the  doors  on  the  north  side.  McKey  left  the  doors 
open  as  he  went  in  an  attempt  to  improve  visibility  through  the  smoke  filled  halls.  As  he  neared 
the  middle  of  the  second  floor  the  smoke  had  begun  to  thicken  and  was  crowding  his  6’  1”  frame. 
He  began  feeling  doors  for  heat,  thinking  again  of  his  daughter  Josie,  just  now  2XA  and  his  wife 
Rhonda  of  over  7  years  and  remembering  that  he  had  no  idea  where  in  the  building  the  fire  was 
located.  Coming  to  the  middle  of  the  hall,  just  near  the  reception  area  he  was  gagging  and 
coughing  violently  as  he  fumbled  in  the  dark  to  close  the  fire  doors  and  realized  it  had  started  to 
feel  a  lot  hotter.  There  was  an  orange  glow,  which  he  perceived  to  be  a  night  light  but  later 
realized  was  probably  the  fire,  coming  down  from  the  east  end  of  the  hall.  By  now,  unbeknown 
to  him,  the  fire  was  showing  a  much  more  threatening  display  of  flame  and  destruction  to  the 
onlookers  gathering  outside. 

McKey  returned  down  the  hall  again  shutting  doors.  He  then  proceeded  down  the  stairs  to 
the  final  level  of  the  building  only  half  of  which  was  used  by  the  girls  for  personal  living  space. 
Almost  the  entire  east  wing  of  the  first  level,  once  the  cafeteria,  was  now  used  as  a  classroom  for 
the  Family  and  Consumer  Sciences  Department,  directed  by  Shelly  Kilgore.  McKey  continued 
his  insistent  banging  on  doors  and  persistent  yelling  throughout  the  length  of  the  hall.  Just  ten 
feet  short  of  the  stairs  leading  up  to  the  main  entrance  he  stopped.  His  intent  had  been  to 
continue  past  those  stairs  to  the  few  remaining  rooms  on  the  east  hall  which,  when  he  had 
attended  school  at  Auburn  Adventist  Academy  had  been  used  as  rooms  for  students,  but  were 
now  used  as  deans’  apartments.  However,  he  found  himself  separated  from  those  rooms  by  a 
wall  of  thick  plastic  not  15  inches  from  his  face.  Wondering  what  kind  of  painting  or 
construction  was  happening  in  this  area  to  necessitate  such  an  obstructing  barrier  in  this  part  of 
the  hall,  he  followed  the  length  of  the  sheet  from  floor  to  ceiling  with  his  eye  noticing  the  ripples 
in  it  which  were  probably  caused  from  it  not  being  hung  completely  straight.  Thinking  the  sheet 
was  surely  holding  back  thicker  smoke  and  moving  it  could  cause  numerous  unforeseen 
problems  he  turned  around  and  exited  out  the  east  entrance  sweaty,  panting  and  gasping  for  clean 
air  but  none  the  less  thankful  he  had  not  found  anyone  in  his  search.  As  he  was  leaving  the 
building  he  met  Ken  Wileman,  head  of  the  maintenance  department,  who  was  just  entering  and 
reassured  him  that  there  was  no  need  for  him  to  go  inside. 

Thanks  to  Howell’s  clear  and  persistent  manner  of  convinced  the  girls  to  evacuate  as 
soon  as  the  fire  alarm  was  sounded  combined  with  the  fact  that  there  were  very  few  girls  in  the 
dorm  at  that  time  of  day  McKey  was  overwhelmed  with  gratitude  seeing  how  with  God’s  help 
what  a  huge  a  tragedy  had  been  avoided.  After  leaving  the  building  McKey  and  Wileman  made 
their  way  around  the  perimeter  peering  in  the  windows  of  the  few  rooms  McKey  had  not  made  it 
to  and  saw  the  flames  coming  out  of  the  closets  in  the  rooms  just  past  the  wall  of  plastic. 
Continuing  around  the  building  they  saw  where  the  fire  must  have  originated  and  as  they  heard 
the  sound  of  sirens  coming  up  the  hill,  discussed  their  opinions  of  what  may  have  caused  it. 


The  girls  were  all  gathered  in  the  cafeteria  and  as  each  one  was  accounted  for  God  was 
praised.  The  next  few  days  went  by  in  a  rush.  The  dorm  was  officially  declared  a  complete  loss 
yet  continued  to  bum  for  many  hours.  Some  of  the  head  dean,  Kay  Sanborn’s  possessions  were 
recovered  from  her  apartment  on  November  19,  before  the  dorm  was  taken  down  completely. 
While  helping  her  move  the  things  which  were  salvageable,  McKey  casually  asked  what  had 
been  going  on  in  the  basement  to  explain  the  plastic  sheet.  Sanborn  explained  that  she  had  been 
on  that  hall  not  more  than  half  an  hour  before  the  fire  started  and  she  was  sure  there  was  no 
construction. 

McKey  was  immediately  inundated  with  work,  meetings  and  decisions  that  had  to  be 
made  due  to  the  tremendous  loss  and  tragedy  brought  on  by  such  a  devastating  event.  He  thought 
little  of  the  incident  and  it  was  not  until  weeks  later  following  Thanksgiving  Break  that  his 
curiosity  reminded  him  of  the  plastic  curtain.  He  saw  Howell  at  church  and  asked  her  if  she  knew 
anything  about  a  sheet  of  plastic  on  1st  floor  and  why  it  had  been  hung  there.  She  turned  toward 
him  with  a  very  confused  expression.  He  told  her  about  the  curtain  and  how  it  had  been  a  solid 
wall  of  plastic  effectively  dissuading  him  from  continuing  and  how  even  through  the  smoke  and 
despite  the  darkness  he  had  so  distinctly  seen  it  suspended  directly  in  front  of  him.  He  suggested 
that  it  must  have  been  there  for  some  kind  of  construction  that  was  going  on.  Howell  shook  her 
head.  “There  was  no  plastic”  she  responded.  She  told  him  she  had  talked  to  some  of  the  girls  who 
lived  on  that  floor  and  they  had  come  through  that  very  way  to  leave  the  dorm  as  the  alarms  were 
sounding.  There  had  been  no  construction.  There  had  been  no  plastic. 

McKey  will  never  know  if  what  he  saw  that  day  was  just  an  illusion  caused  by  dim  light 
filtering  through  thick  smoke  and  seen  with  watery  eyes  or  if  angel’s  hands  actually  hung  that 
sheet  of  plastic  so  clearly  visible  that  day  and  so  permanently  imprinted  on  his  memory.  But  all 
who  hear  the  story  have  no  doubt;  God  was  at  work  on  this  campus.  His  angels  was  keeping  in 
check  smoldering  wires,  waking  sleeping  girls,  giving  deans’  clarity  of  mind  and  helping  staff 
members  remain  calm.  Some  think  they  were  even  doing  a  little  construction;  you  know  the 
kind  that  requires  a  huge  sheet  of  plastic  across  a  dorm  hallway.  Heaven  will  only  tell  and  until 
then  81  girls  will  forever  remember  Wes  McKey  as  their  “guardian  angel”  and  be  reminded  that 
God  works  in  mysterious  and  wonderful  ways.

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IT  WAS  ALL  BLACK  SMOKE  and  ringing 
alarms  in  Auburn  Adventist  Academy’s 
girls  dorm  on  that  rainy  November  day. 
Were  the  girls  still  inside?  Was  anyone 
stubbornly  lying  in  bed  with  ear  plugs  to 
wait  out  the  “drill”?  Was  someone  studying 
so  intently  that  she  didn’t  want  to  get  up 
and  leave? 

While  others,  thinking  mostly  of  the 
novelty  and  only  later  the  crisis  of  the 
situation,  wandered  toward  the  foreign 
sight  of  smoke  pouring  from  Nelson  Hall, 
an  unlikely  hero  was  about  to  be  made  and 
God’s  presence  felt. 

It  was  just  past  five  o’clock.  Wes  McKey 
was  going  over  some  financial  details  with 
the  academy’s  principal,  Keith  Hallam, 
when  a  student  entered  and  exclaimed, 

“The  dorm  is  on  fire!”  Keith  immediately 
started  toward  the  dorm.  After  entering 
another  set  of  numbers  into  his  computer, 
Wes  stopped  suddenly  and  realized  that  he, 
too,  should  see  what  could  be  done  to  help. 

Wes  hurried  across  campus,  his  mind 
racing.  As  the  new  vice  principal  for 
finance,  this  was  not  an  ideal  thing  to  have 
happen  during  one’s  first  year.  But  while 
others’  minds  may  have  gone  to  calculating 
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Wes  McKey,  Auburn  Adventist  Academy 
vice  principal  for  finance  used  this  fire 
extinguisher  as  he  searched  the  blazing 
dorm  for  fire  victims.  The  Nelson  Hall  girls 
gave  him  this  plaque. 


the  inevitable  monetary  losses  the  school 
would  soon  face,  his  brain  jumped  to  the 
individuals  who  might  be  in  danger. 

Approaching  the  dorm,  he  met  the 
assistant  dean,  Melissa  Howell,  standing 
outside  with  the  girls.  He  asked  her  if 
everyone  was  out.  She  shook  her  head.  “I

paged  everyone  and  told  them  to  get  out, 

telling  them  this  is  not  a  drill.”  Having 

repeatedly  told  the  girls  to  exit  the  building  as  i 

quickly  as  possible,  Melissa  finally  returned  f 

to  her  office  to  grab  a  checksheet  before 

smoke  forced  her  to  exit  the  dorm  herself. 

Outside,  she  turned  to  Wes.  “I  have 
no  way  of  knowing  how  many  girls  were 
inside  when  the  alarm  sounded.  At  this 
time  of  day,  some  of  them  are  in  class, 
some  of  them  are  working. . .” 

Spending  little  time  contemplating  his 
own  well-being  and  thinking  immediately 
of  his  own  daughter,  Wes  realized  he  could  I 

not  face  a  grieving  parent  and  explain  that 
he  had  stood  outside  and  done  nothing 
while  their  child  lost  her  life  inside. 

Grabbing  a  fire  extinguisher,  he 
made  his  way  to  the  third  floor  where 
the  smoke  would  be  the  worst  and  girls 
would  need  the  most  assistance.  He  began 
systematically  working  his  way  down  the 
hall,  first  banging  on  then  breaking  through 
doors  in  a  final  attempt  to  ensure  that  all 
occupants  were  safely  outside. 

Crouching  low  and  coughing  heavily  as 
he  neared  the  center  of  the  dorm,  he  was 
forced  to  take  gulps  of  air  in  each  empty 
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room  he  opened  before  braving  the  hall  and 
another  locked  door.  Finding  no  one,  he 
retraced  his  steps  down  the  hall,  closing  the 
doors  he  had  just  opened  and  checking  that 
the  fire  doors  were  securely  shut  at  the  end. 

On  the  second  floor,  the  smoke  was  less 
oppressive,  and  he  thought  that  perhaps 
the  dorm  could  be  saved.  Then  he  realized 
that  he,  the  person  ultimately  in  charge  of 
finances,  would  have  to  come  up  with  the 
money  necessary  to  replace  the  damage 
he  was  doing.  After  finding  only  empty 
rooms,  he  continued  pounding  insistently 
but  stopped  crashing  through  the  doors. 

As  he  neared  the  middle  of  the  second 
floor,  the  smoke  began  to  thicken,  crowding 
his  tall  frame.  He  began  feeling  doors 
for  heat,  thinking  again  of  his  two-year- 
old  daughter  and  his  wife  Rhonda  and 
remembering  that  he  had  no  idea  where  in 
the  building  the  fire  was  located.  Coming  to 
the  middle  of  the  hall,  he  was  gagging  and 
coughing  violently  as  he  fumbled  in  the  dark 
to  close  the  fire  doors.  The  air  was  hotter, 
and  the  hall  held  an  orange  glow,  which  he 
thought  was  a  nightlight  but  later  realized 
was  probably  the  fire.  At  the  time  he  didn’t 
realize  the  fire  was  showing  a  much  more 
threatening  display  of  flame  and  destruction 
to  the  onlookers  gathering  outside. 

Wes  descended  to  the  final  level  of  the 
building,  only  half  of  which  was  used  for 
personal  living  space.  He  continued  his 
banging  and  yelling  throughout  the  length 
of  the  hall  until  he  ran  into  a  hefty  sheet 
of  plastic  blocking  his  way.  Was  it  for 
construction?  Assuming  it  was  holding 
back  the  smoke,  he  decided  to  leave  it  in 
place  and  turned  around. 

He  finished  his  mission  sweaty,  panting 
and  gasping  but  nonetheless  thankful  he 
found  no  one.  After  leaving  the  building, 
Wes  joined  Ken  Wileman,  head  of  the 
maintenance  department,  to  peer  in  the 
windows  of  the  few  rooms  to  which  access 
had  been  blocked  by  the  sheet  of  plastic. 

God’s  help  in  the  form  of  the  assistant 
dean’s  clear  and  persistent  manner,  which 
convinced  the  girls  to  evacuate  as  soon  as 
the  alarm  sounded,  combined  with  the  fact 
that  there  were  very  few  girls  in  the  dorm 
at  that  time  of  day,  avoided  a  huge  tragedy. 
As  the  girls  were  gathered  and  counted  in 
the  cafeteria,  God  was  praised. 

The  next  few  days  went  by  in  a  rush.  The 
dorm,  a  complete  loss,  burned  for  many 
hours.  While  helping  the  head  dean  salvage 
items  from  her  apartment  before  the  dorm 


was  completely  taken  down,  Wes  casually 
asked  what  had  been  going  on  in  the 
basement  to  explain  the  plastic  sheet.  Kay 
Sanborn  explained  that  she  had  been  on 
that  hall  not  more  than  half  an  hour  before 
the  fire  started,  and  she  was  sure  there  was 
no  construction. 

Wes  was  immediately  inundated  with 
work,  meetings  and  decisions  that  had 
to  be  made  after  this  devastating  event. 

It  was  not  until  weeks  later  that  his 
curiosity  reminded  him  of  the  plastic 
curtain.  He  saw  Melissa,  the  assistant 
dean,  at  church  and  asked  her  if  she  knew 
anything  about  why  the  plastic  had  been 
hung  there.  She  turned  toward  him  with 
a  confused  expression.  He  told  her  how 
it  had  been  a  solid  wall  that  effectively 
dissuaded  him  from  continuing  into  what 
had  become  an  inferno.  He  suggested 
that  it  must  have  been  there  for  some 
kind  of  construction  project. 

Melissa  shook  her  head.  “There  was  no 
plastic,”  she  responded.  She  told  him  she 
had  talked  to  some  of  the  girls  who  lived 
on  that  floor,  and  they  had  come  that  very 
way  to  escape  from  the  dorm.  There  had 
been  no  construction.  There  had  been  no 
plastic. 

Wes  will  never  know  if  what  he  saw 
that  day  was  just  an  illusion  caused  by 
dim  light,  thick  smoke  and  watery  eyes 
or  if  angels’  hands  actually  hung  that 
sheet  of  plastic,  so  clearly  visible  and  so 
permanently  imprinted  on  his  memory. 

But  all  who  hear  the  story  have  no  doubt 
that  God  was  at  work  on  this  campus.  His 
angels  were  keeping  in  check  smoldering 
wires,  waking 
sleeping  girls,  giving 
deans  clarity  of  mind 
and  helping  staff 
members  remain 
calm.  Some  think 
those  angels  were 
even  doing  a  little 
construction — you 
know,  the  kind  that  requires  a  huge  sheet  of 
plastic  across  a  dorm  hallway. 

Heaven  will  only  tell,  and  until  then  8 1 
girls  will  forever  remember  Wes  McKey 
as  their  “guardian  angel”  and  be  reminded 
that  God  works  in  mysterious  and 
wonderful  ways.  •

Administration  Building 

As  you  may  know,  this  building  is  Auburn’s  primary  instructional  building.  Most  classrooms  are 
found  here.  Here  are  a  few  facts:  The  library,  which  we  are  quickly  outgrowing,  contains  over 
18,000  volumes.  Former  Art  teacher,  Bill  Schallig,  painted  the  mural  in  the  entry.  The  school’s 
logo  and  part  of  our  mission  statement  is  also  found  in  the  entry  area.  The  campus  ministries’ 
headquarters  are  located  just  inside  the  front  doors.  The  building  was  built  in  1965. 

Campus  Ministries:  Administration  Entry  (dept,  guide:  Mark  Weir) 

This  department  is  central  to  the  academy  since  it  manages  all  Sabbath  afternoon  activities, 
chapels,  weekly  prayer  groups  and  Sabbath  worships,  and  coordinates  mission  trip  activities  and 
outreach  options.  Pastor  Mark  Weir  leads  out  with  several  capable  student  leaders  as  his 
assistants.  Recently  over  70  of  our  students  went  to  Puerto  Rico  &  the  Philippines  on  the  mission 
trips.

H-'H Business  Education  Classroom:  Room  10  (do  not  go  into  this  class) 


Students  take  keyboarding,  computer  literacy  and  contemporary  issues  here.  The  large  TV 
monitor  helps  with  teaching.  Both  computer  labs  are  networked  together  and  have  T-l  capacity 
Internet  access.  This  Internet  link  is  possible  through  a  collaborative  relationship  that  AAA  has 
with  the  Auburn  School  District.

U-H Computer  Education  Lab:  Room  17  (dept,  guide:  Dan  McKey,  Christopher  F,  Tamara  J.) 

Each  year,  these  computers  are  replaced  and  upgraded.  The  computers  from  here  roll  into  either 
the  other  computer  lab  (if  upgrades  are  needed)  or  into  teacher’s  offices  and  classrooms.  All 
classrooms  and  teachers  offices  have  been  networked  since  1997.  Teachers  are  on  the 
administrative  network  and  have  Internet  access.  Classrooms  are  on  the  student/Intemet 
network.  The  nice  leather  chairs  were  a  gift  from  the  Committee  of  100. 

Biology  &  Chemistry  Rooms:  (enter  Rm.  18,  watch  demo  in  lab,  exit  through  Rm.  20,  dept, 
guide:  Judy  Toop) 

Through  gifts  from  the  school’s  Committee  of  100,  giving  society,  and  interested  parents,  the 
biology  and  chemistry  department  have  achieved  recent  upgrades.  The  swivel  TV/VCR  unit,  a 
Macintosh  computer  with  video  input  and  analytic  probes,  four  sets  of  DNA  analyzing  apparatus, 
and  new  electronic  scales  are  part  of  this  department  now.  (stop  for  demonstration) 

English  Department:  Room  19  &  21  (go  into  Room  19,  dept,  guide:  Mrs.  Kobberstad) 

These  classrooms  are  home  to  Auburn’s  English,  journalism,  language  arts  and  literature  classes. 
Students  consistently  are  working  on  skills  that  are  preparing  them  for  college.  The  department 
offers  a  college  writing  course  through  Walla  Walla  College.  Teacher  Mary  Kobberstad 
decorated  her  classroom  recently.  Auburn’s  journalism  class  produces  the  Direct  Connections 
student  newspaper  several  times  a  quarter. 


^^Technology  in  the  classroom:  Room  20  (dept,  guide:  Mike  Kahler) 

This  is  the  geometry  and  Digital  video-editing  classroom.  This  class  is  relatively  new  to  Auburn. 
In  it  students  are  able  to  shoot,  direct,  edit  and  produce  their  own  “movies”. 


Point  out  the  student  made  furniture  in  the  campus  center  and  explain  its  use  as  a 
study/socializing  facility. 


Leaving  the  administration  building: 


W  Spady  Hall  (the  blue/grey  building  on  the  right) 

Built  in  1974,  it  houses  Auburn’s  industrial  arts  (auto  shop,  wood  shop,  metal  shop), 
engineering,  CADD,  research  physics,  and  aviation  ground  school.  School  does  own  its  own 
Cessna.  The  airstrip,  which  is  about  2600  ft.,  is  located  just  down  the  road.  This  department 
even  has  a  large  astronomy  telescope  to  view  constellations  and  planets.

Hall:  Remodeled  Resident  Rooms  (dept,  guide:  Nathan  Klingstrand) 

Built  in  1962,  this  building  was  renovated  beginning  in  the  summer  of  1996.  Each  room  was 
remodeled,  newly  painted,  new  lights,  blinds,  bookshelves  and  built-in  desks.  Newly  designed 
closet  space  and  beds  made  the  rooms  more  livable.  A  new  lock  system  has  also  been  installed 
and  security  has  improved  immensely  in  the  past  year. 


Nathan  Klingstrand  is  the  head  boys’  dean  this  year.  Ron  Consignado  and  Jason  Neumann  are 
assistant  deans. 


WlRudolph  Hall:  (dept,  guide:  Mrs.  Goltz) 

Auburn’s  cafeteria,  built  in  1963.  The  Committee  of  100  along  with  other  donors  is  making  it 
possible  to  allow  the  school  to  buy  new  chairs  and  tables  for  the  cafeteria.  The  patio/porch  was 
recently  built,  along  with  an  outdoor  picnic  and  barbecue  area.

Girls  Dormitory  (dept,  guide:  ) 

The  new  girls  dorm  is  hoped  to  be  completed  by  December  2004.  Until  then  the  girls  will 
continue  sharing  Witzel  Hall  with  the  boys.

I  Rainier  Auditorium  (dept,  guide:  )

For  more  than  a  century, 
Walla  Walla  College  (WWC) 
students  have  been  making 
their  mark  in  the  world,  and 
they  start  before  they  ever 
leave  campus. 

Two  seniors  recently 
placed  first  and  second  in 
an  annual  student-paper 
competition  sponsored  by 
the  Pacific  Northwest  region 
of  the  American  Academy  of 
Religion/Society  of  Biblical 
Literature  (AAR/SBL).  A 
paper  submitted  by  a  WWC 
student  has  not  won  this 
competition  since  the  first 
student  entered  in  1996.  Will 
Frei,  theology  major,  won  first 
place  and  a  $  1 00  award  in  the 
biblical  studies  undergraduate 
section  with  his  paper 
“Deborah’s 
Song:  Active 
Friends 
and  Passive 
Enemies.” 

In  his 
paper,  Frei 
hypothesizes 
that 

Deborah’s 
Song 

contrasts  those  who  acted  for 
Yahweh  with  those  who  did 
not  and  metes  out  blessings 
and  curses  based  on  that 
criterion.  Frei  was  also  named 
to  Who's  Who  Among  Students 
in  American  Universities  and 
Colleges  for  the  2003-04 
school  year. 

Janelle  Worthington, 
history  major,  won  second 
place  and  a  $50  award  in 
the  same  section  of  the 
competition  with  her  paper 
“Judges  10:6-1 1:11  Parallels 
and  Ironies.”  Janelle’s  paper 


focuses  on  the  parallels  and 
ironies  between  Israelite 
interaction  with  Yahweh  and 
interaction  with  Jephthah  in 
these  biblical  passages.  This 
involves  looking  at  Israel’s 
relationship  to  prostitution, 
the  Israelites’  inconsistency  in 
relationships,  which  creates 
skepticism  in  both  God  and 
Jephthah,  and  the  comparative 
scenes  of  repentance  and 
salvation. 

Social  work  graduate 
student  Sue  Anne  Imhoff 
was  surprised  during  her 
master’s  degree  hooding 
ceremony  with  the  news  that 
her  paper,  “Standing  on  the 
Shoulders  of  Giants:  Toward 
an  Understanding  of  Loss 
and  Mourning,”  had  won 
outstanding  clinical  paper  in 
a  competition  sponsored  by 
the  Washington  State  Society 
for  Clinical  Social  Work. 

The  paper  looks  at  the  reality 
of  loss  and  what  constitutes 
healthy  mourning.  Imhoff ’s 
paper  will  be  published  in  the 
society’s  journal.

B.C.  They  are  economic  in 
nature,  typically  describing  a 
transaction  of  some  kind  and 
shedding  light  on  daily  life  in 
the  ancient  world.  Vincent  will 
seek  to  have  his  translations 
published  professionally.
